Nearly $7 Million In '63 
For Biggest Gain In Decade 


Total deposits in Adams Coun­ 
ty’s banks jumped nearly seven 
million dollars in 1963, an increase 
of more than nine per cent and 
the biggest increase percentage­ 
wise for any year in the last 
decade. 
The new total for Adams Coun­ 
ty’s ll banks at the end of 1963 
was $81,296,538.86, an increase of 
86.047,536.17. 
The new figures were published 
by each of the county banks in 
response to calls from the state 
and federal treasury departments.

The 1963 increase of 9.2 per cent 
marks a big jump over the figure 
far 1962 when deposits climbed 
more than 83 million, an increase 
of only 5.18 per cent. 
Total bank deposits in Adams 
County topped the 870 million 
mark for the first time at the 
end of 1961. The gain that year 
was just under 88 million or 4 J 
per cent, the lowest rate of in­ 
crease in more than IO years. 
Considerably more than half of 
tho total deposits ars held by the 
two largest banks in the county, 
the Gettysburg National and the 
Adams County National. The total 
for those two banks alone ac­ 
counts for more than 851 million. 
Both showed major gains in tbs 
last year. Deposits in tbs Adams 
County National went up more 
•ken 84 million.

Panama Insists 
On A Complete 
Break With U. S. 


WASHINGTON <AP>-P*M- 
ma was reported today to have 
notified Ae United States that 
it intends to go through with 
a complete break ta diplo­ 
matic relations and is demand­ 
ing withdrawal of U. S. diplo­ 
mats. 
In that filiation President 
Johnson and Secretary of Ste** 
Dean Rusk appeared to have 
no choice, under normal inter­ 
national law, but to order the 
departure of the ranking U. S. 
diplomat, Wallace Stuart, and 
his staff. 
There were signs of a hard 
line developing on both skies 
of the U. S.-ruled Panama 
Canal Zone. 
While Panamanian President 
Roberto Chiari's government 
insisted on the break, accord­ 
ing to diplomatic informants, 
the Johnson administration em­ 
phasized He determination to 
preserve U. S. control over the 
strategic canal and to keep it 
operating.

Canal Treaty

PANAMA (AP)—Negotiation: 
between the United States and 
Panama were deadlocked today 
after the United States rejected 
Panamanian demand that ii 
promise to review the Panama 
Canal treaty as a condition for 
resuming relations. 
Diplomatic sources said tha 
United States refused to make 
such a pledge under pressure. 
The peace committee of the 
Organization of American States 
scheduled another meeting to­ 
day with the U.S. and Pan­ 
amanian negotiators. The com­ 
mittee postponed its departure 
for Washington in an effort to 
help restore diplomatic rela­ 
tions. 
PIAR SIVIRANCI 
But Panamanian Foreign Min­ 
ister Galileo Solis said his gov­ 
ernment would decide within 
24 hours on a country to take

Panamanian 
affairs 
in 
Washington—the final step in 
severance of diplomatic rela­ 
tions.

House said the United States 
has an obligation to operate the 
Panama Canal “efficiently and 
securely** and “cannot allow the 
security of the Panama Canal 
to be imperiled.** 
'’The United States continues 
to believe that when order is 
fully restored, it should be pos­ 
sible to have direct and candid 
discussions between the two 
governments,*' said the state­ 
ment, 
issued 
after Assistant 
Secretary of State Thomas C. 
Mann returned from Panama 
and conferred with President 
Johnson for 2 hours and 20 min­ 
utes.

At Least 92 Known Dead In Howling 
Snowstorm That Blasted Many Areas; 
Shoveling Snow Causes Fatal Attacks

NEW YORK (AP) — CBS* 
"East Side, West Side" undoubt­ 
edly is one of the most interest­ 
ing of this season’s new televi­ 
sion series. Along with ill its 
virtues, it also is one of the 
•ast satisfactory of programs 
to witch. 
It invariably is well acted by 
the guest performers and the 
regular cast, particularly the 
star, George C. Scott. He plays 
an idealistic social worker with 
such bite and impatience that he 
often comes off as the most un­ 
sympathetic character. 
The scripts usually are hard 
hitting. Week after week, the 
writers try to say something 
meaningful and important 
Therein, I suspect, lies the 
program's problem and weak 
ness. It is so realistic and mea 
sage-prone that it suffers as a 
drama. 
TYPICAL PROGRAM

The program 
simply had to duck any kind of 
a neatly tied up ending after 
tossing this many-sided mess 
into the air. 
Wa hit the closing commer­ 
cial, therefore, without knowing 
whether mama would go to 
prison or whether daddy would 
sign himself into a hospital for 
the cure. And that is not a satis­ 
factory way to wind up a dra­ 
matic program.

Today’s Talk 


ON BORROWING 
There should be a modern 
law, or commandment, against 
all 
"illegitimate” 
borrowing 
And what I mean by “lllegiti 
mate” is that sort of borrow 
ing that is mere excuse — with 
no intent or purpose to return 
what has been borrowed. 
We even borrow the time anc! 
substance of our friends. We 
use them to serve our purpose 
and then they are dismissed, 
as other forms of borrowing are 
— by forgetfulness. 
As a matter of fact this “il­ 
legitimate” borrowing in any of 
its forms boils down to nothing 
more nor less than disguised 
thievery! We borrow to satisfy 
the urge, or need of the present. 
We even borrow ideas — or 
think we do. We borrow books 
— and, of course, any number 
of things, that may come into 
the need of the moment. 
The worst thing about borrow 
ing is that, even though we do 
return what we have borrowed, 
we do not return all. Something 
is lost from the first to the last 
of the transaction. Often it is 
lost confidence that is returned 
— and sometimes a lost friend. 
More often than not all is lost. 
Borrowing always puts us in 
the situation of a debtor. There­ 
after we enter into a mild form 
of slavery — that sometimes 
becomes permanent. Someone 
else owns a part of us. We are 
obligated. We have sold out 
something of our inheritance. 
We allow worry to sit on our 
front porch — to eye us as we 
come and go each day. 
We grow in richness and 
character by earning our way 
through life, and by giving of 
ourselves freely, as the oppor­ 
tunity is offered. But when we 
borrow from someone else, we 
reduce our own possibilities. 
We take a step backward. 
But one of the most unfor­ 
tunate effects from borrowing 
comes about through the loss 
of some of our precious, per­ 
sonal freedom. A mortgage tags 
us, no matter where we go. And 
f it doesn’t seem like a mort­ 
gage, it seems like someone, or 
something — following us. Why 
borrow — on any score, at any 
time?

Part of the session was de­ 
voted to mass recitation over 
and over of the pledge: “I 
choose not to smoke." 
One instructor advised them 
to eat nothing hut fruit and 
fruit juices the first day, drink 
lots of water, take long walks, 
breathe deeply and stop drink­ 
ing coffee “because a cup of 
coffee triggers a desire for a 
cigarette.”

smaller 
clinics 
that 
employ 
withdrawal drugs.
